"With  preparations  under  way  for  a  reopening  of  the  26  New  Bedford 
fine  goods  mills  that  have  boon  closed  for  over  10  weeks,  thoro  was 
some  reawakening  of  interest  in  the  extra  staple  cotton  market  this 
week,  but  the  advance  in  cotton  futures  squelchod  any  tendency  toward 
actual  trading.      Cotton  merchants  are  being  pressed  to  complete 
replacements  and  what  little  demand  is  reported  for  quick  cotton  is 
attributed  chiefly  to  this  cause.      The  cotton  manufacturers  themselves 
are  not  so  much  interested  in  old  crop  cotton  as  they  are  in  new  crop, 
but  as  yet  now  crop  quotations  are  substantially  higher  than  old  crop 
and  so  are  considorod  out  of  the  question.

"Selected  short  cotton  crntinuod  to  overshadow  e::tra  staples  in 
the  various  New  England  cotton  consuming  centers  during  the  past 
week.      Buying  interest  came  from  many  quarters,  apparently,  and 
seemod  to  center  chiefly  on  inch  to  inula  arc!  one-sixteenth  cotton, 
ranging  in  grade  from  low  middling  up  to  fully  middling.      It  was 
primarily  a  demand  for  "tire  yarn  cotton"  and  tire  fabric  manufacturers 
apparently  were  willing  to  moot  the  market  squarely  on  round  lots, 
sometimes  up  to  1,000  bales.  *** 

"On  tho  extra  staple  typos,  the  buying  interest  was  not  very 
heavy,  but  centered  chiefly  on  the  longest  typos.      Inquiry  for 
middling  and  strict  middling  inch  and  one  quarter  brought  quotations 
up  to  1,000  on  October  for  strict  middling.  ***

"Egyptians  have  not  boon  moving  lately  and  quotations  are  nominally 
unchanged  from  a  week  ago,  with  not  enough  interest  stirring  to  really 
tost  out  tho  quotations.      Medium  grade  Sakel  can  bo  had  around  40c 
to  41c,  while  medium  grade  Uppers  are  quoted  around  29c  to  30c, 
with  comparatively  little  trading.      Pima  is  inactive  and  nominal 
only  in  prico .

Boll 
formation  is  already  roportod  in  somo  early  sections  in  Upper  Egypt,  and 
flowering  is  almost  general  in  tho  Delta,  with  minor  exceptions  chiofly 
in  northern  districts.      It  can  almost  bo  said  that  tho  condition  of  tho 
crop  is  so  fine  that  it  is  woll-nigh  impossible  that  it  should  go  on  so 
well.      In  fact,  during  tho  last  few  days  thoro  has  been  a  disquieting 
increase  in  tho  soasonal  dampness,  and  this  featuro  has  to  be  watched 
very  closely  now  onwards.      However,  tho  oarliness  of  tho  crop  is  fully 
maintained."

"  ***  it  is  gonorally  believed  now  tho  Sakel  acreage  to  be  7-10  per 
cent,  smaller  than  last  yoar."

"    ***    On  the  whole  wo  can  say  that  tho  condition  of  the  crops  both 
in  Upper  and  Lower  Egypt  is  satisfactory ,      The  danger  of  a  shortage 
of  water  during  the  summer,  which  caused  so  much  concern  during  the 
previous  months,  was  removed  by  tho  heavy  rainfalls  oarly  in  May  in  the 
Upper  Nile  regions,  which  have  raised  th6  Nile  levels.      The  fact  that

"Strengthening  in  the  market  for  extra  staple  cottons  during  the 
past  week  was  wholly  independent  of  any  activity  in  any  of  the  New 
England  cotton  consuming  centers  but  was  manifested  by  higher 
quotations  in  a  great  many  quarters,   though  little  or  no  cotton  was 
sold  hereabouts  at  the  higher  levels.      Shippers  report  extra  staple 
buying  by  Carolina  mills  and  also  for  export  though  at  rather  close 
prices,  but  the  outward  movement  in  southern  concentration  points 
has  reached  large  enough  proportions  to  leave  only  rather  limited 
stocks  still  to  go  and  the  firmer  price  tone  throughout  the  markets 

is  due  to  that  fact  as  much  as  to  any  Crthor  one  thing. 

*  *  * 

"Those  interested  in  long  staple  cotton  have  found  it  very  difficult 
to  buy  inch  and  one  quarter,  either  in  middling  or  strict  middling. 
Cotton  described  as  middling  quarters  but  not  quite  living  up  to  the 
specifications  was  sold  here  this  week  around  31  to  32  cents.  On 
the  other  hand,  there  has  bean  a  substantial  quantity  of  inch  and 
seven  thirty-seconds  cotton  available  either  in  middling,  in  strict 
low  or  in  strict  middling.      A  few  small  lot  purchases  have  beon  made 

but  not  in  a  large  way,  on  a  basis  of  650  to  700  on  October  for  middling. 

*  *  * 

"Egyptian  prices  this  past  week  have  softened  slightly,  but  havo  not 
been  active,  nor  has  thoro  been  enough  doaling  to  accurately  measure 
values.      Modium  grado  Egyptian  uppers  can  now  be  had  around  29  cents, 
but  no  trading  is  reported.      Medium  grado  Sakol  is  priced  at  40  to 
41  cents,  nominally,  but  lack  of  sales  leaves  some  doubt  as  to  just 
hov/  low  a  firm  bid  might  secure  cotton.      Pima  cotton  is  not  firmly 
quotable,  sinco  there  are  no  offerings  on  the  market  either  of  old 
or  new  crop.

Egyptian  (Pima)  cotton  during  tho  month  of  Juno  as  1,169  balos  of 
500  pounds  gross  woight,  comparod  v/ith  1,240  balos  in  May  and 
1,154  balos  in  April.        Tho  mill  consumption  of  imported  Egyptian 
cotton  is  roportod  as  having  boon  13,949  balos  in  June,  comparod  v/ith 
14,923  balos  in  May  and  16,448  bales  in  April.

THE  CROP  IN  EGYPT. 


"Cotton"  (Manchester)  of  July  7  contains  the  following: 


G.  D.  Sarris,  Alexandria,  Juno  28th:- 

"Although  advices  from  the  Interior  continue  to  bo  favourable,  some 
fear  is  expressed  lest  tho  cold  weather,  which  has  provailod  since  the 
middle  of  this  month,  should  ultimately  jeopardise  tho  oarliness  of  th« 
crop.      Furthermore  it  is  pointod  out  that  tho  loafworm  attack  is  giving 
rise  to  a  little  anxiety.      In  certain  districts  no  less  than  four  broods 
mado  thoir  appearance  so  far,  but  planters,  prompted  by  high  prices 
prevailing,  are  paying  unusual  attention  to  thoir  fields  undor  cotton. 
A  little  damage  from  a  variety  of  small  locusts  is  also  reported  from  a 
few  sections  in  tho  north. 

"Boll  formation  is,  however,  going  apace  all  ovor  the  country. 
Provided  that  favourable  conditions  continue,  tho  picking  season  is 
oxpoctod  to  start  in  Upper  Egypt  by  tho  third  week  in  August,  and  in  the 
Delta  about  three  weeks  later."
